CLUB NEGOTIATES 
WITH PAULHAN 10 
FLY IN SI. LOUIS 


Aero Organization Plans to 
Show French Aeronaut 
in May. 





Negotiations are under way to bring 
Louls Paulhan, the daring French avia- 
tor, to St. Louis for a week of exhibi- 
tion flights the last of April or the first 


of May. J. C. Hulbert, as a representa- 
tive of Paulhan, conferred with Presi- 
dent L. D. Dozier of the Aero Club of 
St. Louis and was, referred by Mr. Do- 
zier, who leaves St. Louis tonight, to 
Albert Bond Lambert and other mem- 
bers of the club. 

Paulhan’s remarkable flights at Los 
Angeles, Denver and New Orleans, 
where he now is, have attracted inter- 
national attention. He has. broken 
every aeroplane record but two—the 
speed and endurance records—and has 
given evidence he is not afraid to fly 
In stiff winds and under unfavorable 
conditions. At Denver he flew in a 
snowstorm -.cause he did not saceae to 
disappoint a lafge crowd. 

) Paulhan §Spella Succesns.

100 FIREMEN I 
DANGER AS BRICK 
WALL COLLAPSES 


Comrades Drag One Man 
From Hole in Ceiling 
Above Blazing Offices. 

DAMAGE 


IS . $100,000 


Ten Carloads of Paper Is 
Ruined, Much of It by Being 
Thrown to Street. 





While nearly one hundred firemen were 
throwing heavy bundles of wal! naper 


out of the windows of the burning four- 
story building at Sixteenth and Pine 
streetg early Thursday, the vast wall of 
the building fell outward, crashing into 
a dwelling next door, and tle flooring 
of the second story began to sink. 

The men of Engine Company 14 were 
nearest the front windows on the second 
floor, and so were the farthest from 
the fire escape. As they ran over the 
sinking timbers one of them, Cornelius 
J. Combis, fell between two rafters and 
sank partly through the ceiling of the 
blazing first story. Two comrades seized 
his outstretched hands and pulled him 
out of-his peril, and a moment later he 
was on the iron framework outside. 

The falling of the .wall drove the 
greater part of the firemen to the fire 
escape, and when 60 men had sought 
refuge on it, and there: was fear that 
their weight would tear. it from the in- 
secure wall, the men began to return 
inside and resume their effort to save 
‘the wall paper. 

‘Paper Thrown From Windows. 

Of 10 carloads of wall paper stored 
on the upper three floors of the build- 
ing, the firemen succeeded in throwing 
out more than one-half. 

This probably kept the building from 
falling, but it made little difference in 
the loss to the stock, as all the paper 
was so damaged as to be renderea 
worthless. 

The loss in stock to the George W. 
Miller Wall Paper Co. is estimated at 
$30,000, the damage to the building $40,- 
000, and the loss to the Eagle Generat- 
or Co., manufacturers of acetylene gas 
appliances, and to the dwelling next 
dgor, $30,000, making a total of $100,000. 

The building, which ts at the south- 
east corner, was.seen. to be on fire by a 
passerby at.1:15 a. m., aiid three alarms 
Summoned 15 engine companies from the 
territory east of Grand avenue. 

The fire started in the wall paper com- 
pany’s office on the first floor and 
Spread to the adjoining office and store- 
room of the Eagle Generator Co. _ 

As the firemen began to arrive, an 
explosion broke several of the first-floor 
windows. This was supposed at first to 
have been a gas explosion, but the fire- 
men decided later that it was merely 
pent-up smoke and hot air. 

So many hose lines were put in action 
that it was difficult to find places for all 
the pipernen. Oné company climbed to 
the reof of St. John’s Catholic Church, 
in the rear of the building, and poured 
a stream on the rear of the building. 

Other pipe lines were run through the 
windows of the University Hotel, direct- 
ly across the street, whose 70 lodgers 
had been aroused at the first alarm and 
sat in the office. The hotel was saved 
from damage, though a cornice twice 
caught fire. 

Wallpaper Absorbed Water. 

As water was poured into the three 
upper floors of the building, it was 
seen that thie absorbent wallpaper would 
s00n become too heavy for the floors 
to sustain, and the work of throwing 
it out was commenced. This was in- 
terrupted by the falling of the wall, but 
Was soon resumed. 

The dwelling next door, on which the 
wall fell, was occupied by negrees, who 
were awake, and in the street at the 
time of the catastrepne to their home 
and furniture. 

Centenary M. E. Church South, on a 
corner diagonally opposite, was not 
damaged in any manner. 

The destroyed building was the scene 
of a disastrous fire hardly more than a 
year ago, and had been-rebuilt. It is 
believed to be beyond rebuilding now. 

Rescued Wax Figure. 

At the time of the former fire it was 
occupied by several firms, one of them 
manufacturing wax figures, and Fire- 
man “Con” Combis, who narrowly es- 
caped losing his life in Thursday's fire, 
Was the hero of an adventure which 
has gone down in the history of the de- 
partment. He plunged into the thickest 
of the smoke and flame after a feminine 
form and at the peril of his life rescued 
it, only to find that it was & Waxen 
Cloak model. 

A negress living in the wrecked 
dwelling next door bewailed the loss 
of her chickens and rabbits, which were 
of more consequence to her than the 
$100,000 loss of her neighbors and the 
insurance companies. A doghouse In the 
rear of the negro dwelling was walled 
in by bricks, and the dog was left, in 
spite of his dismal howls, until wreck- 
ers should later dig him out.

Charcot,. Who Made Antarc- 
tic Dash, Withholds Infor- 
mation on Result.

BUENOS AYRES, Feb. 10.—The. cap- 


tain of the steamer Sud, which arrived 
at Punta Arenas today, reports that he 


spoke the Antarctic steamer Pourquoi 
Pas, anchored at: Pert Galant in. the 
Strait of Magelian. 

Dr. J. M. Charot refused any infor- 
mation concerning the results of the 
French South Polar expedition. 


The French Antartic expedition headed 
by Dr. J. M. Charcot sailed from Havre 
Aug. 15, 1908, and Punta Arenas Vec. 17, 
1908. The expedition reached the Island 
of Deception on Dec, 22 and from that 
point the last report of the party was 
sent. 

Dr. Charcot expected to be absent 
about two years. The primary aim, it 
was said at the time, was not to reach 
the Seuth Pole, but rather to .make 
scientific observations. 

Dr. Charcot’s staff includes M. Bou- 
grain, who was to make tne astronom- 
ical observations; M. Rouch, a special- 
ist in meteorology and eceanography; 
M. Godefroy, who was to study the hy- 
drography of the coast and the tides: 
M. Gourdon, geologist, and Dr. Jacques 
Liouville, marine zoologist and botanist. 

Six automobile sleds were depended 
upon to assist the expedition to make 
its way well into the Interior. The 
Pourquoi Pas registers 800 tons’ and 
with 6500-horsepower engines is capable 
of making about ten knots an hour. 

Paris has had rumors for  sgsevera! 
weeks that the expedition had reached 
the pole. 

Charcot is the son of a French phy- 
sician, who himself led a famous Ant- 
arctic expedition many years ago.

Former Governor, in Saturday Evening: Post Ar-| 


ticle, Expresses Fear That Power Wrongfully 
Would Be Used—Sunday Saloon Scored. 





Former Gov. Joseph W. Folk, writing 
in. the current issue of the Saturday 
Evening Post on “The Limitations of 
Reform,’ opposes the ,plan of theater 
censorship, which is about to be present- 
ed by a committee to the St. Louls Mu- 
nicipal Assembly. 

In discussing this subject and in de- 
fending the principle of Sunday liquor 
laws, while deprecating certain other 
laws restricting amusements and speech, 
Folk explains: ‘‘{.am writing my views, 
only as such. I do not feel the calm 
assurancé of a judge from whose opinion 
there is no appeal. These are merely 
the conclusions of one man, and he may 
be wrong.” 

Would Lead to Oppression. 

Of the subject. of theater censorship 
he writes: “ 

Who is to say when a play is good 
or baa? Those that seemed’ bad to 
some might not be considered so by 
others. Political plays’ might be de- 
nounced by those of opposing faith 
and applauded by these who approve 
of the sentiments uttered. In ‘prac- 
tice, censorship of the stage would in 
time lead to intolerance, exactly as 
censorship of the press, or any ether 
supervision of free speech would lead 
to opposition. 

The evils arising from the ‘abuses 
of the freedom of speech, the stage 
and the press are bad enough, to be 
sure, but not so bad as tyranny. 

Suauday Law E=ufe 

As te Sunday laws, whose enforce- 
ment formed one of the notable fea- 
tures of Folk’s administration ‘as Gov- 
ernor, he said: . | 

The Sunday laws of various states 
have been the subject of warm con- 
troversies during recent years. As 


| 


states by reason of their debasing 
influences. Baseball, however, is 
clearly unobjectionable on weekdays. 
We may for conscientious reasons 
not attend such games on Sunday; 
but, because On religious grounds we 
do not, is it proper for us to enact 
a law preventing others from doing 
so? If there is such a law, of course 
it should be enforced or repealed; 
but. that is not the question. As- 
suming that Wé should not go, it is 
quite a different matter whether we 
may justly restrain others. 

In smal] places where such games 
have a tendeney..to create disorder, 
and where the worst elements would 
congregate on Sunday and rowdyism 
result, they can and should be pro- 
hibited, on the ground of good order 
and good government. In great cit- 
ies, however, this may not be the 
case when the games are properly 
conducted. There are thousands of 
people in the cities who cannot get 
into the open any other day, and 
such places as St. Louis, where li- 
quor is not d and gambling not 
permitted, may bring them ‘together 
in harmless recreation and prevent 
them from frequenting other places 
out of which disorder might arise. It 
is largely a question of locality. 
Where the conditions adséribed 
a law prohibiting such games would 
have to be On religious grounds.

derstood that the other had talked by 
telephone with officers of the companies 
and had obtained consent to the use of 
their names.

The following statement was given to 
the Post-Dispatch Thursday by Mr.

on a preliminary list mailed by the 
shippers’ committee to some firms 
whose signature was solicited on the 
shippers’ petition for increased fa- 
cilities: 

The facts are thdt the members 
of the committee realized that in 
order to have any weight with an 
individual who received by mail @ 
request for his signature, the letter 
should showy thé names of at least 
some business houses of St. Louis 
who had signed the petition. 

As many as possible of the large 
houses were reached in person by the 
committee Saturday afternoon and 
Monday morning. Some others who 
had attended the meeting of ship- 
pers, at which the committee was 
appointed to do this work and who 
are known to be in thorough sym- 
pathy with it, were reached by tele- 
phone. Two members of the com- 
mittee spent about an hour at two 
telephones, getting the consent from 
the heads of these houses to having 
their name appear on this prelimi- 
nary list with the understanding that 
their formal signature would come 
to ‘the committee by mail no later 
than the next morning. The names 
of four of the shoe houses were on 
this list. The president of one of 
the shoe houses said he would sign 
it and his name was properly added 
to the Hist. ' 

It seenis that with the other thrée, 
each of these committee men thought 
that the other had received their con- 
sent because, in some way, by error, 
their names were checked on the list 
and it was not until some 24 hours 
later that, the members of the com- 
mittee were aware of the fact that 
they had not authorized their signa- 
ture. These members of the com- 
mittee then’ went personally to these 
gentlemen and apologized for the 
error and offered to make any cor- 
rection in their power, as they re- 
gretted the error far more than the 
house whose name had inadvertently 
been wrongly -placed on the list. 

The determination of the shoe

Tyson, a very rich retired broker, mar- 
ried Mrs. Joseph Benrimo when she, in 
Detroit, Mich., had divorced her actor

' giish actress, his wife. A baby Ben- 
rimo is expected soon and its legal 
status is being attacked in an amazing 
tangle of divorce aecrees. 

Seven years of wedded bliss was also 
‘too much for Tyson and he sued for an 


annulment of marriage, asserting that 
Mrs. Benrimo’s 4ivorce was invalid, 

»wing chiefly to her claim that Mich- 
gan was the joint residence of the Ben- 
‘imos. 

He contends that Benrimo resided in 
New York, hence the summons under 
he Michigan law did not bring Ben- 
“mo into court. Local courts granted 
Benrimo right to interplead and prove 
nis Michigan residence, and from this 
jJecision Tyson today appealed. 

A Taugle in Divorces. 

The situation developed out of this 
marital entanglement is such as the 
‘-ourts of this State have never had to 
‘deal with. It presents a striking {fllus- 
‘tration of the possibilities that can arise

law throughout the states.

| Senior. Sne says that in 1902 she filed 
her suit for divorce at Detroit. There 
Was no question in her mind then, she 
says, that both she and Benrimo were 
legal residents of Michigan. After the 
decree had been granted, in January, 
1903, she says, a certified copy of it was 
served On Benrimo and three years 
later he married Helen Robertson. 
Meanwhile, on Sept. 19, 1903, Mrs. Ben- 
rimo became Mrs. Tyson at Bridgeport, 
Conn. 





Judge Aided Beurimo. 

As soon as Benrimo learned that Ty- 
son was beginning the present action he 
went to Michigan and obtained leave 
from the court there to enter a confes- 


sion of judgment in the old decree, ad- | 


mitting service and denying none of the 
allegations set up in the complaint. 

Judge Mandell, in the Circuit Court, 
granted that application in December, 
with a rider to the effect that the con- 
fession of judgment should be of the 
same force and effect as though it had 
been made back in 1902, when the ac- 
tion was begun. 

It will be Tyson's contention that as 
he. had already begun his suit such a

Yale Professor’s Plan to 
Lower Prices Will Create 
Dillionaires. 


TO BE IMAGINARY COIN 


Food Will Always Cost the 
Same, Though Prices 
Soar. 


Is the United Railways really dallying 
with dills when it dilly-dallies with the 
millions of mills it owes the city? 


‘ This horrible suspicion is excited by 
the announcement of J. P. Norton— 
whose cognomen sounds like the name of 
J. P. Morgan slightly disguised, but who 
is said to be merely professor of politi- 
cal economy at Yale—that high prices 
will never be remedied until the stand- 
ard gold dollar is supplanted by a new 
coin. For this, as it is expected to get 
us out of a pickle, he poetically suggests 
the name of ‘‘dill.”’ 

“John D. Rockerbilt, the genial multi- 
dillionaire,”” will be the phrase of our 
golf items if Prof. Norton has his way. 
“Stocks dropped two million dills on 
change today,"’ will be the market page 
scare head. “Send me two dills’ worth 
of steak and half a dill of eggs,” the 
housewife will telephone the butcher. 

Prof. Norton's idea is that the dill 
shall always buy the same amount of 
commodities. If butter is a dill a pound 
and goes up 20 per cent, it will still cost 
only a dill. When the price of meat 
soars, the elastic dill will expand with 
equal alacrity. Whether the augmenta- 
tion, masked under the aromatic name 
of dill, will smell any sweeter to the 
consumer than the present phrase of 
“exorbitant increases,’’ is something 
which the Yale philosopher does not 
make entirely clear. 

Prices Stationary, Cost Soars. 

As may be imagined, Prof. Norton 
does not propose to coin the dill. That 
would savor too much of the Bryan-y. 
The dill, he says, would be an imagi- 
nary unit. As prices fluctuated, the dill 
might one day be worth $2 in gold and 
the next $2.23. But the housewife would 
not know the difference, the scheme is, 
because both amounts would still be a 
dill, ; 

“Oh, lovey,’ Mra. Newlywed will gur- 
gle, ‘the price of eggs went up 2 cents 
today, but that nice grocer explained 
to me that they really don’t cost any 
more. Isn't that lovely?’’ 

‘You'll have to show me,” hubby will 
demur. , 

“You’re so dense sometimes,”’ Mrs. 
Newlywed will say reproachfully. “Bgxs 
cost a half-dill yesterday and they still 
cost a half-dill today. So—the grocer 
made it perfectly clear—the price is stil! 
the same, although the cost has gone 
up.”’ 

As Applied to Salaries. 

When the cost of living soars, the 
marvelous dill will still increase its val- 
ue at equal pace. Therefore the con- 
sumer will be delighted when prices 
rise, for the tncrement will increase his 
salary in dills. 

‘Let me see,” he will figure, “last 
year I got $1000, which was only 500 
dills. Coal has doubled, and so have 
groceries and meat. My salary is still 
$1000, but—hooray!—it now amounts to 
1000 dills. If the Meat Trust would only 
declare a few more dividends, I might 
get a mifllion dills a year!”’ 

Prof. Norton’s scheme is derided by 
the irreverent as a sort of financia! 
mental-suggestion. If you just think 
you are paying the same price for rent, 
though the landlord has boosted it’ $10 
a month, it will seem quite as if it haa 
not.been increased. This illusion igs to 
be wrought by the magic werd ‘‘dill,’”’

| AN | EXCELLENT EXAMPLE. 

In‘ refusing to take action on the Terminal 
| franchise bill until. they have informed them- 
Selves concerning the arbitrary and the termi- 
nal situation in St. Louis as compared with 
| other cities, the shoe manufacturers have set an 
excellent example of courage and good sense. 
The shoe men refused to sign the petition of 
the Terminal Railway Association and will send 
@ committee of their own selection to other 
cities to report on the subject of rates and ter- 
minal conditions. _ 

This example is needed among the manufac- 
turers and merchants of St. Louis. Last Sat- 
urday the Post-Dispatch touched upon the timid- 
ity and short-sightedness of the St. Louis busi- 
ness men who for fear of a temporary loss or! 
disadvantage, support terminal conditions and 
advocate the. demands of the Terminal combine 
in opposition to the interests of the city. We 
do not altogether blame the shippers. They are 
coerced by the railroads and their financial and 
commercial allies. They fear the vengeance of a 
combine which can ruin any” manufacturing or 
commercial establishment. To fight such a power 
as the combined railroads operating through a 
terminal monopoly is dangerous for the single 
merchant or manufacturer. This battle must be 
fought by the independent newspaper, the citi- 
zens who cannot be injured by railroad discrim- 
ination and the organization which has nothing 
to fear from railroad wrath. It must be fought 
by courageous and honest municipal officials. 

But the business men of St. Louis ought to 
realize the appalling nature of the situation here, 
where the railroads by the power of monopoly 
combination compel the manufacturers and 
merchants to support their interests not only 
against public interests, but at a sacrifice of the 
interests of the coerced manufacturers and mer- 
chants. This monopoly power must be broken 
if the city is to come into its full measure of 
greatness and prosperity. There must be a suc- 
cessful revolt against it. The business men of 
St. Louis should follow the example of Chicago, 
Boston and other cities, which have dictated 
terms to the railroads and forced them into their 
proper position as public servants. They must 
get together in an organization which will en- 
able them to express their own opinions and 
support the city’s interests. They must smash 
the cinch of the Terminal combine and its al- 
lied interests. When the business men stand to- 
gether for the city’s interests the arbitrary will 
vanish like a mist before the morning sun. 
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The shoe manufacturers refused to sign the 
Terminal Association's petition to the Municipal 
Assembly, praying for the adoption of the Ranken 
franchise bill, but their names were placed on the 
petition. The signatures of the firms were 
forged by an agent or ally of the association on 
the theory that no shipper would dare stand 


against any demand of the Terminal ratiroad 
lcombine or would expose or protest against its 


wrongdoing. How many signatures of other 
firms have been placed on the petition without 
consent? Big Cinch insolence cannot:go beyond 
this. 
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NOT YET THE MILLENNIUM. 

Viewing the remarkable variations at the Na- 
tional Clothes Show in New York, one woman 
said: “Why, everything’s in style now.” 

It is a horrible thought—one not to be enter- 
tained until authority confirms the worst. Women 
may want to vote, but they have not yet demand- 
ed release from the thralldom of fashion.

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ST. LOUIS’ GREATEST NATURAL ADVANTAGE. 
POINT No. 4 

With an abundance of coal within 11 miles of the 
eastern city limits of St. Louis proper, the St. Louis 
industrial district is the most remarkable of that of 
any large city. This supply is not only inexhaustible, 
but it is so situated that the average number of miles 
it must be transported to reach the consumer within 
the district is only 40. The cost of this transportation 
is never less than 52 cents a ton. | 

New York, Jersey City, Newark and Philadelphia 
have the advantage of no such accessible supply 0! 
coal. They are, however, in a railroad district in 
which the average cost of moving a ton of average 
freight is .656 cents per ton. This is the average 
total revenue from all] freight, including coal, which 
is the cheapest to transport. 

Cleveland, Milwaukee and Detroit, also deprived ot 
such natural advantage, are in a railroad district 
where the average cost of moving freight is stili 
less—.598 cents per ton per mile, according to the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission. 

But the lowest rate within the St. Louis industria! 
district is 52 cents per ton or on the per-ton-per- 
mile basis enormously in excess of the average 
rates in the two railroad districts named. 

Considering population, industrial activity and the 
amount of railroad business St. Louis is within a dis- 
trict of as much business consequence as any of the 
cities named. It should have an average freight 
rate never higher than is taxed against any of them. 
In view of its accessible coal supply and the short 
haul it should have a rate on coal much lower. 

The rate on St. Louis coal within the 8t. Louis dis- 
trict should never be higher than the average rate 
for all kinds of freight elsewhere. Such a rate would 
be relative justice. Absolute justice demands that 
the rate he much lower or else the averages figured 
by the experts of the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion are valueless to show how local charges on busi- 
ness act as a tariff for the protection of Other cities 
against the natural advantages which belong to St. 
Louls by virtue of its fortunate location.

Woman Declares Spooner 
Prompted Hammond _ to 
Beat Mrs. Hammond. 


HAMMOND ARRESTED 


Sentenced to Sixty Days, 
Principally on the Testi- 
mony of Spooner. 


Following the commitment of Ed- 


ward Hammond to the Edwardsville 
jail, on testimony supplied by A. J. 
Spooner, Mrs. Hammond and wih 844 
are absent from their homes in Al 
Mrs. Spooner told Mrs. Sophia Demuth, 
police matron, that she and her. three 
children were left destitute by her hus- 
band’s departure. 

Hammond was put in jail for beating 
his wife, and Mrs. Spooner declared to 
the authorities that Mrs. Hammond sub- 
mitted to a drubbing as part of an 
alleged plot to put Hammond out of 
the way of his rival. 

“On the night of Jan. 21,” said Mrs. 
Spooner, “my husband. for whom Ham- 
mond was working, took Hammond out 
and got him drunk. He then said: 

“*Ed, you're not a man u you don’t 
go home and thrash your wife.’ 

“Hammond started home. My hus- 
band arranged to be on.the scene, and 
fixed it so a lot of neighbors were pres- 
ent who could be called as witnesses. 

Hammond Beat His Wife. 

“Hammond did beat his wife, and she 
screamed as if she were being killed. 
Then she had him arrested. In the 
courtroom the next day my husband 
was the principal witness against Ham- 
mond and he was sentenced to 6. days 
in jail. — 

Then my husband began going about 
with Mrs. Hammond. He took her to 
the theater several times. On Feb. 2, I 
reproached him for being seen every- 
where in her company. He left the 
house. I haven't seen him since. 

“I have heard that he bought two 
tickets to Los Angeless Mrs. Hammond 
also has left town.”’ 

Mrs. Spooner says she learned many 
of these incidents through the detective 
work of her 12-year-old son, Anthony. 

James McMillan, foreman at _ the 
(gueen City quarries, where Spooner was 
also a foreman, says Spooner quit his 
job there on Jan. 31. 

Mrs. Hammond Gone, 

“He told me he was going to British 
Columbia. I have not seen him since. 
On the next day, passing Mrs. Ham- 
mond’s cottage, I saw her packing a 
satchel. That evening the house was 
closed, and it has since been tenant- 
less.”’ 

Mrs. Spooner told Mrs. Demuth that 
she has been trying to do washing to 
support her children, but that she ig ill 
and cannot stand the work. Mrs. De- 
muth supplied her with provisions and 
said she would intercede for the release 
of ‘Hammond.
